THE BEGINNING OF RAT 
WAYS IN CHINA, 


‘Tho folowing was written to the Editor 
of the “‘Tvihune "Sir, -In the roview of 
Mr Kent's book on riilways in Ching, 
which appeared i your issue af Dee. 28th, 
you distinguish between the unwise attempt, 
nude thirty ye ago to thrust on the 
Chinese a steam railway in lien of a trany 
road between Shunghai tnd Weosnng, and 
aun incident. whieh preceded tho initiation 
of the present system of railways in the 
Uhineso Kmpire. The constuction of the] 
first locomotive in Chiquy from materiala 
found in the scrap-héad jot the Kaiping 
colliery by Mr Kindor ig doubtless very 
interesting in the light of subsoquant 
ovents. It cannot be said, however, 
that theso were in any way connected 
as.cause and effect. Indeed, the existence 
of their engine for some tino very much 
prejudiced tho Chineso officials against 
railways. This prejudice was only removed 
by the interposition of another British 
subject, who succeeded in securing the ear 
and influence of several loading Chinese 
ofticiala by this demonstration of thd value 
of railways as nn efficient ‘instrument of 
government, both in times of peace and 
war.’ From thia point, the official recogni- 
tion at Peking of the railway is dated, and 
fullowing on it the Kniping colliery railway. 
lines wore constrneted, which now from 
part of the Northeri: Railways.
